ation Demands

(B y United Pre«?) 
P aris Mir. 3.—A detachment of 
French Mediterranean fleet was or­ 
dered to prepare to sail for an un­ 
known destination today. The entire 
fleet was ordered to prepare to come 
to Toulon for coaling. Two cruisers 
and three torpedo boats will (then 
sail on a secret mission. 


It was announced the order was 
issued in connection with the allied 
ultimatum on Gennan reparation. It 
was reported 
previously 
that the 
British navy would blockade impor­ 
tant German ports if action was de­ 
cided upon. 


London, Mar. 3.— It was announ­ 
ced officially today the allied nations 
have served an ultimatum on 
Ger­ 
many, demanding acceptance of the 
reparation proposal before Monday 
noon. 
The German delegation announ­ 
ced it will answer before Monday. If 
the ultimatum is allowed to expire, 
the allies will take over important 
industrial cities in Germany, includ­ 
ing the Ruhr coal ports, and 
are 
planning to levy a custom tax along 
the Rhine. 
The allies also notified the Ger­ 
mans that thev can expect no alter­ 
ation of the Paris demand if the ul­ 
timatum becomes effective. 
Prelnier Llovd George announced 
the ultimatutp to the Gennan dele­ 
gates, headed 
by Former Minister 
Von Simons. Lloyd George declared 
the German counter-proposals were 
a mockerv. Von Simons’ statement 
was a definite challenge of the Ver­ 
sailles treaty, he said, and the Ger­ 
man counter proposals were a mock­ 
ery of the peace treaty. 
The allies have established finally 
German responsibility for the war 
and will treat it as a thing already 
judged. Lloyd George in an address 
to the German 
delegates declared 
there was no intenficn of oppressing 
them. Thev must accept the respon­ 
sibility 
for the war. however, and 
interpret their obligations accord­ 
ingly, he declared.

mands are intolerable and designed

A serious wreck was barely avert­ 
ed here, yesterday aternoou, 
which 
would have been almost a repetition 
of the fatal clash at Porter, Ind., 
this week, when train number 
37, 
eastbound passenger on the C. I. & 
W. railroad, crashed through the in­ 
terlocking gate ul 
the intersection 
of three railroads in this city, 
and 
missed hitting a southbound 
Big 
Four passenger train by two min­ 
utes. 
The C. I. & W. train was running 
a few minutes late and in some man­ 
ner failed to stop at the crossing in­ 
tersections wher the Big Four, L. E. 
& W. and C. I. & W. all cross each 
other. The train plowed through the 
heavy gates and it will take several 
days to make the repairs. 
The large swinging gate was in­ 
stalled 
following 
a serious 
wreck 
two years ago. Every tra^n is com­ 
pelled to stop and get tht? right of 
way over the tracks, and the gate^ 
is equipped with three locks. 
The 
Big Four passenger train was whist­ 
ling for Rushville when the C. I. & 
W. tore down the gate. 
The Big Four 
crashed 
into the 
gate soon after it was installed, and 
it had to be replaced by another 
one. A similar gate, on a smaller 
scale, is placed at the crossing in­ 
tersection where the Big Four, L. E. 
C. I. &. W. railroads, and this gate 
was tom down once by a Pennsyl­ 
vania train, it is said.

year, 
which 
would have been the expiration of 
the terni made vacant by the death 
of Arthur B. In in , abouî two weeks 
ago. 
The count*'1 was called together 
at seven o’clock for that purpose 
last night, after having given legal 
notice that a vacancy existed in thé 
office. 
Mr. Scudder, who has been 
«acting as mayor pro tempore for a 
few weeks, took the ehair, and Earl 
F.. Osborn was called upon to act as 
mayor during the voting. 
Prior to voting upon the mayor, 
the city clerk read a notice 
of re 
signation in which Mr. Scudder re­ 
signed his position as councilman- 
at-large. The votes were unanimous 
for Mr. Scudder. Legal notice of the 
vacancy in the office of councilman- 
at-large will be published, accord­ 
ing to law, and the appointment for 
this position ' will 
he made by the 
council 
on. March 7, at a special 
meeting. 


The city council 
held 
a special 
meeting last night at 7 :30 o’clock, 
for the purpose of receiving remon­ 
strances tfor the two proposed street 
improvements of South Morgan and 
West Water street. The meeting was 
called after Mr. Scudder had bee 
elected to serve as mayor. 
The two street improvements were 
petitioned for earlier in the winter 
months, and the plans and specifi­ 
cations call 
for permanent paving 
of Morgan street, south of First toj 
Water street, and on Water street, 
betw'een Morgan and Main streets. * 
The 
Water 
street 
improvement 
was hotly contested, but no remon­ 
strance was presented against the 
Morgan 
street 
improvement. 
The 
council 
voted to reject the Water 
street remonstrance and bids 
were 
advertised to be received at a spec­ 
ial meeting on March 24, for each 
street improvement. 
A remonstrance headed by John 
W. Craig, and signed by Sarah E. 
Craig, James E. Hinclmian, Missouri 
F. Hinehman, Walter R. Thomas and 
Ira E. Thomas, was presented 
by 
Frank J. Hall, an attorney. The re- 
monstrators 
maintain that the eitv 
does not have any power to place 
a street through in that block 
and 
have given notice of their intentions 
of filing suit 
in the circuit court, 
asking 
for 
an injunction 
and re­ 
straining order to prevent the eitv 
from putting through the street im­ 
provement. 
A certified copy of an act of the 
general assembly of Iudiana, 
dated

“The 
power 
and 
presence 
of 
Christ is the ultimate need in 
our 
national life/* declared Dr, Arthur 
A, Samson of New York, field sec­ 
retary of the National Reform as­ 
sociation, in making a plea for re­ 
form in the civic, moral and spirit­ 
ual life of the nation, at the Main 
Street Christian church Wednesday 
night. 
“God picked the seed of this na- 
tiom and 
set 
them 
down on the 
shore/’ he continued. “He prospered 
them and this 
nation until it has 
liecome the leader of the world. He 
has been with us in five great eon- 
lliets and the Stars and Stripes have 
never trailed in the dust. We but 
recently 
laid aside the equipment 
and paraphanalia of war, and as we 
now return to domestic life, we arc 
at the cross roads of history.” 
The speaker enumerated the ills 
of the nation one by one and point* 
ed out the cures for them. He also 
called attention to the work the Na­ 
tional Reform association has been 
doing to prevent the desecration of 
the Sabbath day, in fighting Mor- 
monism and in attempting to enforce 
religious training of school children 
by the reading of the Bible in every 
public school. 
In closing, Mr. Samson mads an 
appeal for funds for the National 
Reform 
association 
and for sub­ 
scriptions to the magazine published 
iry-'the association, which is edited 
by Former Senator Cannon, an ex­ 
perienced newspaper man who 
has 
sold his newspaper 
properties 
in 
the west and taken complete charge 
of the publication at Pittsburg. 
Three workers 
for the National 
Reform association have been in this 
state since the first of the year, Mr. 
Samson said, arousing public senti­ 
ment against bills in the legislature 
which 
would 
weaken 
the Sunday 
laws and fighting for the passage of 
the clean movie bill. 
After declaring that “we are at

“The devil, 
the deceiver of na­

month .spent in the service, provid­ 
ing the proposal was approved bv a 
vote of the lieople.

Following this tiie house suspen­ 
ded the rules again and passed Sen­ 
ator Ratts bill appropriating $200,- 
000 with which to aid schools of the 
financially poor
